T hirty-One Questions on Adoration of the 
Blessed Sacrament A Resource of the 
Bishops ’ Committee on the Liturgy 
USCCB Publishing 

24. In those places where perpetual 
adoration of the exposed Blessed 
Sacrament take place, scheduling is often a 
great challenge. If a person misses an 
assigned hour for adoration of the exposed 
Sacrament, can a door or a drape be 
erected so that the exposed Sacrament can 
be temporarily closed off from public 
view? 

No. The use of drapes or doors to shield the 
monstrance, even for a short period of time, 
is not the required reposition of the Blessed 
Sacrament. The Blessed Sacrament may 
never be left exposed when no one is present 
for prayer and adoration. "Every effort 
should be made to ensure that there should be 
at least two people p[resent. There must 
absolutely never be periods when the Blessed 
Sacrament is exposed and there is no one 
present for adoration....” “If a period of 
uninterrupted exposition is not possible, 
b3ecause of too few worshipers, the Blessed 
Sacrament may be replaced in the tabernacle 
during periods which have been scheduled 
and announced beforehand. This reposition 
may not take place more often than twice 
during the day, for example, about noon and 
at night.”

This level does not register 
directly on our psychic facilities because it is 
too deep.

That is what some mystical writers call 
unknowing. It is by not knowing Him in the 
ways that we now know Him, that we do 
know Him. Visions, locutions or ecstasies 
are like frosting on a cake. The substance of 
the journey is pure faith.
